ORDINANCE NO., 487

AN ORDINANCE APPROVING
THE ANNEXATION OF CERTAIN
UNINHABITED TERRITORY, DESIG-
NATED “EASTERLY ANNEXATION
DISTRICT NO. 5 (REVISED)' TO
THE CITY OF AZUSA.

The City Council of the City of
Azusa does hereby ordain as follows:

WHEREAS, on the 18th day ot
April, 1955, the Councll of the Clty
of Azusa did Eass and adopt Reso-
lution No. 3212 glving notice of the
proposal to annex: certatn uninhabit-
ed territory to the City of Azusa,
said territory being therein desig-
nated as "Easterly Annexation Dis-
trict No, 5 (Revised)” sald Resolu-
tion describing the boundaries of the
ter';itory proposed to be annexed;
an

WHEREAS, said Resolutlon No,
3212 did contaln a notice of the day,
hour and place when and where the
Council of the City would hear pro-
tests made by any person owning
real propertg within the territory
proposed to be annexed, the time of
sald hearing being not less than fif-
teen nor more than fifty days from
the date of passage of said Resolu-
tion; and

WHEREAS, on the 20th day of
June, 1955, at the hour of 8:00 P.M,,
in the Council Chambers in the City
Hall of the City of Azusa, County of
Los Angeles, State of California, said
time and place being the day, hour
and place fixed in said Resolution
Na. 3212 for hearing protests to the
said annexation, the said City Coun-

tion and did determine that protests
had not been made by the owners of
one-half of the value of the territory
proposed to be annexed as shown by
the last equalized assessment roll.
